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1 . This Office communication is in response to the After-Final Reply filed on 
11/06/2006. 

2. In response to applicant's arguments on page 2 regarding the claim objections 
stated in the Final Office action mailed 9/5/2006, applicant is reminded that according to 
37 CFR 1 .121(c)(2) any brackets placed before and after a character is used to denote 
deletion of said character; therefore, the placing brackets before and after the word "a" 
in claim 10, line 1 of the Amendment filed on 6/21/2006 denotes that a deletion of this 
word, thus the objection to the claim stands. 

3. In response to applicant's arguments regarding the definiteness of the term 
"continuously" selectively positionable, the examiner takes the position that the 
disclosure has supported for the claimed of the modular stanchions "selectively 
positionable" at a plurality of points within the confines of the pallet base, there is no 
support in the disclosure, whether expressly or inherently, of "continuously" selectively 
positionable, and it is not clear what the metes and bounds of "continuously" selectively 
positionable. 

4. In response to applicant's arguments regarding the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103 
of Soderberg, although Soderberg does not teach using adhesive for securing the 
stanchions to the pallet base, as stated in the above claimed rejection, it is well know in 
the art to use various, well known equivalent and commercially available securing 
means, such as screws, bolts, nails, magnets and adhesive layer to secure one object 
to another as a matter of engineering choice; therefore, it would have been obvious and 
well within the level of one skill in the art to modify the structure of Soderberg et al by 
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having the modular stanchions secured to the pallet base by a well known securing 
means, such as an adhesive layer using a bonding pack.
